Saving school space 

New centre Looks to consolidate room at MacEwan

Grant MacEwan Universi¬ 
ty has taken the first step 
in a 25-year plan that 
would see the creation of 
a single, sustainable 
downtown campus. 

“This will put MacEwan 
University, this communi¬ 
ty, this province, on the 
global scale,” said MacE¬ 
wan president and CEO 
Paul Byrne. “It’s going to be 
a remarkable undertaking. 
It’s going to take 20 to 25 
years to complete but it 
will give every student at 
MacEwan the opportunity 
to access some of the finest 


learning facilities any¬ 
where.” 

The first step in consoli¬ 
dating MacEwan’s three 
campuses into one is the 
construction of a new Uni¬ 
versity Service Centre, a 
60,000-square-foot space 
that’s being built atop the 
current parlcade on 109 
Street between 104 and 
105 avenues. 

“This allows us to consol¬ 
idate a number of support 
departments that are scat¬ 
tered across our campus 
sites and bring them to¬ 
gether once and for all,” 
said Stuart MacLean, MacE¬ 
wan’s director of facilities. 
“By doing this, we will free 
up valuable space within

the city centre campus and 
the Alberta College cam¬ 
pus, which allows us to 
continue development of 
classrooms, labs, faculty 
and student spaces, and re¬ 
search departments.” 

Byrne said MacEwan is 
the biggest utiliser of stu¬ 
dents per square metre 
right now in the system 


and the additional space 
will help alleviate some of 
that pressure. 

“Most important thing is 
it’s going to free up that 
space that we need now,” 
Byrne said. 

“We have too many stu¬ 
dents for the space we 
have.” 

The new building will 
free up over 30,000 square- 
feet on the downtown cam¬ 
pus and a number of pock¬ 
ets of square footage on the 
other campuses. 

Currently, 11,500 full¬ 
time students are enrolled 
at Grant MacEwan Univer¬ 
sity, with another 25,000 
students taking part-time 
courses.

More than 1,600 ducks 
died after landing on the 
tailings pond in April 
2008. In the days 
following, images and sto¬ 
ries of the dying waterfowl 
made news around the 
world. Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper said the 
loss of the birds in the tox¬ 
ic sludge had tarred Alber¬ 
ta’s and Canada’s interna¬ 
tional image. 

Provincial and federal 
prosecutors contend that 
the oilsands giant was the 
only major company in 
the region that did not 
have required noise-mak¬ 
ing cannons deployed that 
day to scare away flocks of 
birds. 

The company faces 
charges under the Alberta 
Environmental Protection 
and Enhancement Act and 
the federal Migratory 
Birds Convention.

In a bid to continue the 
Olympic spirit by cheering 
on all our Canadian ath¬ 
letes, their teachers decid¬ 
ed to host a sledge-hockey 
game. 

“It’s actually fun, it’s get¬ 
ting easier,” said Trevor 
Eaton, a Grade 6 student 
who took a little time to 
adjust to the unfamiliar 
movements. 

Brought to Canada in 
1982, sledge hockey was 
invented in a Swedish re¬ 
habilitation centre in the 
1960s to give those who 
are physically disabled the 
ability to play hockey. 

“We go out to schools 
through the Sledges in 
Schools program,” said 


Suzanne Harrison as she 
unloaded the black and sil¬ 
ver sleds from her van. 
“It’s just great to get more 
people coming out.” 

On the count of three, 
Harrison showed the kids 
how to propel themselves 
across the ice with two 
small hockey sticks. 


“We want them to un¬ 
derstand that even when 
they are not able to do 
something, they can find a 
different way of doing it,” 
said St. Gabriel teacher 
Coxy Roffey. “They can still 
be strong academic stu¬ 
dents, just like these ath¬ 
letes." 


Hopefully, the Para¬ 
lympic men’s hockey team 
will do just as well as the 
Olympic team. In Torino in 
2006, Canada won gold, 
but was defeated last year 
at the World Sledge Hock¬ 
ey Challenge after the U.S.

U of A researchers employ 
enzyme's help to reduce fat 


science University of Alber¬ 
ta professor Richard Lehn- 
er unveiled a possible key 
to reducing fat in obese Al¬ 
bertans yesterday. 

Lehner and his col¬ 
leagues in the U of A’s fac¬ 
ulty of medicine and den- 
tistiy found that low 
amounts of the enzyme tri- 
acylglycerol hydrolase 
(TGH) results in less fat in 
blood. 

TGH helps to export 
lipids from the liver and 


fat tissue into blood. Tech¬ 
nicians can now identify 
TGH and deactivate this ac¬ 
tive protein in mice. 

Tests showed that mice 
not carrying the enzyme 
were more active and 
burned fat faster than oth¬ 
ers that had the active 
TGH. 

Lehner hopes that some¬ 
day TGH might help treat 
complications of obesity.

MP nixed gay rights in guide: Docs 


Citizenship and Immigra¬ 
tion Minister Jason 
Kenney blocked any refer¬ 
ence to gay rights in a new 
study guide for 
immigrants applying for 
Canadian citizenship. 

Internal documents 
show an early draft of the 
guide contained sections 
noting that homosexuality 
was decriminalized in 


1969; that the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms for¬ 
bids discrimination based 
on sexual orientation; and 
that same-sex marriage 
was legalized in 2005. 

But Kenney, who fought 
same-sex marriage when it 
was debated in Parliament, 
ordered those key sections 
removed when his office 
sent its comments to the 


department last June. 

Senior department offi¬ 
cials duly cut out the mate¬ 
rial — but made a last- 
ditch plea with Kenney in 
early August to have it re¬ 
instated. In the end, how¬ 
ever, Kenney’s view 
trumped that of the bu¬ 
reaucrats. 

The 63-page guide, re¬ 
leased with fanfare last No¬ 


vember, contains no men¬ 
tion of gay and lesbian 
rights. About 500,000 
copies were printed and 
citizenship applicants will 
start being tested on its 
contents March 15. 

The $400,000 project 
substantially updated an 
earlier edition of the guide 
created in 1995.

Scientists fear mega quake could strike Pacific Northwest 


Just 50 miles off the Pacific 
Northwest coast is an earth¬ 
quake hotspot that threat¬ 
ens to unleash on Seattle, 
Portland and Vancouver the 
kind of damage that has 
shattered Chile. 

The fault has been dor¬ 
mant for more than 300 


years, but when it awakens 
the consequences could be 
devastating. 

Recent computer simula¬ 
tions of a hypothetical mag¬ 
nitude-9 quake found that 
shaking could last two to 
five minutes — strong 
enough to potentially cause 


poorly constructed build¬ 
ings from B.C. to Northern 
California to collapse and 
severely damage highways 
and bridges. 

Such a quake would also 
send powerful tsunami 
waves rushing to shore in 
minutes. While big cities 


such as Portland and Seat¬ 
tle would be protected 
from severe flooding, low- 
lying seaside communities 
may not be as lucky. 

The Pacific Northwest 
“has a long geological histo¬ 
ry of doing exactly what 
happened in Chile,” said 


Brian Atwater, a geologist 
with the U.S. Geological 
Survey and University of 
Washington. “It’s not a 
matter of if, but when the 
next one will happen.” 

There’s an 80 per cent 
chance the southern end of 
the fault off southern Ore¬ 


gon and Northern Califor¬ 
nia would break in the next 
50 years and produce a 
mega quake, according to 
Chris Goldfinger, who 
heads the Active Tectonics 
and Seafloor Mapping Labo¬ 
ratory at Oregon State Uni¬ 
versity.

Spain Authorities have 
smashed one of the 
world’s biggest networks 
of virus-infected comput¬ 
ers, a data vacuum that 
stole credit cards and on¬ 
line banking credentials 
from as many as 12.7 mil¬ 
lion poisoned PCs. 

The “botnet” of infected 
computers included PCs 
inside more than half of 
the Fortune 1,000 compa¬ 
nies and more than 40 ma¬ 
jor banks, according to in¬ 
vestigators. 

Spanish investigators, 
working with private com¬ 
puter-security firms, have 
arrested the three alleged 
ringleaders of the so-called 
Mariposa botnet, which 
appeared in December 
2008 and grew into one of 
the biggest weapons of cy¬ 
bercrime. More arrests are 
expected soon in other 
countries. 

The arrests are 
significant because the 
masterminds behind the 
biggest botnets aren’t of¬ 
ten taken down.

Going back in history 

Scholars to analyze Irish slaughter from 1640s 


One of the most divisive 
and hotly disputed events 
in Irish history — the 1641 
killings of thousands of 
Protestant settlers by 
Catholic natives — is to be 
examined in forensic 
detail for the first time, re¬ 
searchers said yesterday. 

The scale of the blood¬ 
shed left communal scars 
for centuries. Protestants 
cited it as their basis for 
fearing and oppressing the 
natives, while Catholics in¬ 
sisted the historical record 
was grossly exaggerated to 
justify subsequent British 
repression in Ireland. 

Now, scholars from Ab¬ 
erdeen University in Scot¬ 
land and Trinity College 
Dublin will analyze and 
seek patterns in 20,000 
pages of statements from 
4,000 witnesses. 


Paisley retires 

• Ian Paisley, the hard-line 
Northern Ireland evangelist 
who led Protestants into 
power-sharing with 
Catholics, announced yes¬ 
terday he will retire from 
the British Parliament after 
a 40-year career. 

The 1642-1655 docu¬ 
ments, stored in Trinity’s 
historical archives since the 
1740s, have been converted 
over the past two years into 
digital form. Researchers 
now plan to dissect the lan¬ 
guage used and references 
to assailants, with the goal 
of separating truth from fic¬ 
tion and facts from artistic 
license. 

The lead researcher, Ab¬ 
erdeen language and lin¬ 


guistics expert Barbara Far¬ 
rell, said the scale of the 
1641 slaughter was cited as 
justification for when the 
English army of Oliver 
Cromwell invaded Ireland 
in the 1650s and killed na¬ 
tives without mercy. 

English parliamentary 
documents of the time 
claimed more than 200,000 
Protestants had been killed 
but Farrell said the most re¬ 
liable estimate today is that 
at least 4,000 died. 

Farrell said the research 
would determine whether 
survivor accounts written 
down by Cromwell’s fact¬ 
finders were accurate, exag¬ 
gerated or outright lies. She 
expressed confidence in 
finding evidence of the 
“manipulation” of some 
figures and events.

Days shorter after 
Chilean earthquake 


Earth’s days may have got¬ 
ten a little bit shorter since 
the massive weekend 
earthquake in Chile, but 
don’t feel bad if you 
haven’t noticed. 

The difference would be 
only about one-millionth 
of a second. 

Richard Gross, a scientist 
at NASA’s Jet Propulsion 
Laboratory in Pasadena, 
Calif., and colleagues cal¬ 
culated that Saturday’s 
quake shortened the day 
by 1.26 microseconds. A 
microsecond is one-mil¬ 
lionth of a second. 


The length of a day is the 
time it takes for the planet 
to complete one rotation 
— 86,400 seconds, or 24 
hours. 

An earthquake can make 
Earth rotate faster by 
nudging some of its mass 
closer to the planet’s axis, 
just as ice skaters can 
speed up their spins by 
pulling in their arms. 

Conversely, a quake can 
slow the rotation and 
lengthen the day if it redis¬ 
tributes mass away from 
that axis, Gross said yester¬ 
day. 


Gross said the calculated 
changes in length of the 
day are permanent. So a 
bunch of big quakes could 
add up to make the day 
shorter, “but these 
changes are very, very 
small.” 

So small, in fact, that sci¬ 
entists can’t record them 
directly. Gross said actual 
observations of the length 
of the day are accurate to 
five-millionths of a second. 

His estimate of the effect 
of the Chile quake is only a 
quarter of that span.

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Interest rates to stay low for now 


Wait till July 


The Bank of Canada is 
keeping interest rates at 
historic lows for a few 
more months, while send¬ 
ing out signals that the 
economy is rebounding 
strongly and could trigger 
inflationary pressures. 

The central bank’s more 
positive take on the econo¬ 
my followed a Statistics 
Canada report Monday of a 
surprising five per cent 
growth spurt in the fourth 
quarter of 2009 and sent a 
strong loonie even higher. 


“The level of economic ac¬ 
tivity in Canada has been 
slightly higher than the 
bank had projected in Janu- 
aiy,” the bank said yester¬ 
day morning before mar¬ 
kets opened. 

“The economy grew at an 
annual rate of five per cent 
in the fourth quarter of 
2009, spurred by vigorous 
domestic spending and fur¬ 
ther recoveiy in exports.”

It was a major 
theme that came out of that 
fairly large clinic — they 
were looking for Internet 
access in the vehicle.” 

At the recent Chicago au¬ 
to show, Volvo showed a 
one-off 2010 XC70 with 
something the automaker 
billed as “the industry’s 
first rear entertainment 
system (RES) with Win¬ 


dows XP, Wi-Fi, and a 500G 
hard drive.” 

Volvo said it created the 
RES to gauge consumer re¬ 
action and to demonstrate 
what Internet connectivity 
could mean for backseat en¬ 
tertainment. 

The system looks virtual¬ 
ly similar to Volvo’s current 
RES, but with touch-screen 
navigation, and that all-im¬ 
portant Wi-Fi connection. 

The system obviously al¬ 


lows you to surf the Inter¬ 
net, email, and to connect 
to a home computer, to ac¬ 
cess to its stash of music, 
movies and games. 

Back-seat passengers can 
also browse and download 
as much music, videos and 
games as they desire (and 
you’re willing to pay for).

Cancun re-claims spring break crown 

Lower priced all-inclusive options driving 2010 recovery for gutted Mexican tourism industry 


Mexico’s spring break king 
— Cancun — is 
rebounding quickly from 
last year’s triple blow to 
its tourism industry 
caused by the country’s 
swine flu epidemic, drug 
violence and a global eco¬ 
nomic crisis. 

Those worries couldn’t 
compete this year against 
Mexico’s cheap airfare 
from the United States and 
Canada and phenomenal 
package deals that include 
popular all-you-can-drinlc 
enticements. 

Februaiy saw 85 per cent 
of its 28,000 rooms filled, a 
sign of Cancun’s speedy re¬ 
covery from 2009, when 
one million fewer visitors 
came than in a typical 
year. The relatively high 
occupancy seen in Febru¬ 
aiy is expected to go even 
higher in March when 
more universities are on 
spring break. “We’re back 
to normal levels after hav¬ 
ing seen tourism practical¬ 
ly paralyzed last year,” said 
Quintana Roo state assis¬ 
tant tourism secretary 
Dario Flota. 

At the sprawling, palm- 
tree packed Oasis Hotel, a 
popular spot with spring 
breakers, visitors from the 
U.S. Midwest and Canada 
looking to shake the chill 
from a usually brutal win¬ 
ter dotted the beach where 
some took photos with 
monkeys while others 
danced to music pumped 
out from gigantic speakers. 

Emma Duranti, a 20- 
year-old science major at 
Queens University in 
Kingston, Ont., decided to 
come to Cancun after com¬ 
paring it to Jamaica and 
finding a better deal. 

Duranti said she paid 
$1,040 for a seven-day, all- 
inclusive trip. 

“I was expecting a good 
party but it went above 
and beyond,” said Duranti 
while sunbathing with two 
other friends on the beach 
of the Oasis Hotel. 

“There is always a party 
on the beach and you can 
party all day and party all 
night.” 

Tourism officials say 
they expect about 25,000 
spring breakers to descend 
this season on Cancun’s 
newly rebuilt beaches and 
turquoise blue ocean, com¬ 
pared to the 20,000 spring 
breakers who visited last 
year. 

That’s in addition to

tourists of all ages who vis¬ 
it throughout the year. 
And not only is Cancun 
drawing them back but

Lonely Planet’s U.S. 
staff’s top 10 list for 2010 
put Mexico as the No. 4
